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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 14, 17, and 25 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
in claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 14, and 25, substitute any occurrences of "and/or" with --or-; 

in claim 7, line 7, substitute "barcodes.," with -barcode.--; 
in claim 9, line 5, substitute "can be" with —is-; 
in claim 14, line 16, substitute "can be" with —is-; and 
in claim 17, line 3, substitute "the" with -a-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hashimoto (US 
6,018,688). 

Hashimoto teaches an apparatus and method for determining whether to load a workpiece 
into a working device. When a wafer 10 on a carrier 1 1 reaches a working device for processing 
thereby in a production process inside a clean room, an input/output terminal corresponding to 
the working device in question reads a bar code 12 fi*om the carrier 11. The read-out information 
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is sent to a computing unit 3 outside the clean room. On the basis of the received information 
about the bar code 12, the computing unit 3 retrieves suitable production control information 
from a storage unit 2 and returns the retrieved information to the input terminal in question inside 
the clean room. Given the response from the computing unit 3, the applicable input/output 
terminal carries out predetermined work procedures accordingly (col. 3, lines 39-52). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Bamett (US 5,432,702) teaches a bar code recipe selection system using workstation 
controllers. 

Harper et al, (US 4,636,634) teach an apparatus with intelligent bins indicating the 
presence and identity of stored coded articles.
